'I'he.v shou tiiat the sun 
madp Its a|>pearance on February 2 
of every year aince 1902. and dur- 
ing the 10 yoara prior to 1!>02 it 
made ita •ppoarance throo ttmao on 
that date, but they also show that 
sunshine on February S does not 
always im an cold weather, nor the 
lac k oi it mean a short w inter. This 
Is how It dopes out: 

On February 2, 1»10, there was 
sunshine, and presumably the 
groundhog saw hto ahadow, but tho 
following March waa tho warmoot 
on record since 1870, when the first 
Weather Bureau records were be- 
gun. In l!Mit; the sun shone and 
the following -March was the coldest 
since IXTii. 

On February 2 of the yoara 1909 
and 1911 tho month of February 
waa the warmoot In S6 yoara, de- 
spite the fact that the groundhog 
saw his shadow. On "Croundhog 
Day. - i;tn2. the sun shone and the 
month Was the coldest in 10 years. 
All of which makes one wonder 
whether there is anything In the 
groundhn:: tradition.
